REWARDING LoD ROBERTS

By an overwhelming majority the
House of Commons voted n grant of
EH00.000 to Lord Roherts for his sorvices
in South Afries, the proposition recely-
ing the support of the lberals and oun.
conntering opposition chiefty from the
Irish nationnlists.  This opposition wus
principalie on the gronnd that the opern-
tions of Lord Roberts were eoruel npl
Inhuman and there I8 unguestionably
some truth In this, though It would he
upjust to charge him with all the bar-
barities that have marked British moeth-
ods in South Africa. A

Mr. Balfour's laudation of Lord Rob-
erts undoubtedly voleed the sentiment
of Englishmen generally and it is not
to be denled that his steictly military
operations were highly creditable and
fairly entitled him to the honors and
emoluments he ‘has recelved. The situn-
tion in South Africa when he went there
was very bad. The British had accom-
plished little and the conditions were
Inrgely In favor of the Roers,  There
wis great dissatisfactlon in the army
and an almost entire lack of confidence
In the then commander-in-chief, It was
necessary to practienlly reorganize the
Britieh forces and to arrange a new
plan of eampalgn.  There was urgent
demand for gulek actlon, for positions of
great strategle lmportance were in peril,
Lord Roberts proceeded rapldly with the
difienlt task before him and his cam-
palgn as a whole demonstrated high
wilitary qualities.

We do not think that Impartial his-
tory will rank Lord .Roberts with Marl-
borough or Wellington, but unguestion-
ably he I8 an able soldier who merits
from his government the recognition and
reward he hng recelved. It I8 Interest-
ing to note that while some charge him
with eruelty and Inhumanity others con-
sider him responsible for the prolonga.
tion of the war because of lenlency to
the Boers.

CUBA'S ELECTORAL BILL.

The Cuban constitutional convention
has adopted as u whole the electoral
bill framed by the commission, but as
the various articles are yet to be sepa-
rately considersd und acted upon the
mensure s likely to underge some
smendment. The Cuban constitution
provides for universal suffrage and this
presents the most puzzling problem; the
electoral bill, Instead of setting such re-
strictions upon the ballot a8 eduentional
or property quullfications, proposes to
Hmit eligibility to office. The plan 18
to leave to the locul bourds of registra-
tlon any restriction of the right to vole,
but these hourds ave thewselves to be
elected and there s no orlginal restric-
tion as to the cholee of these reglsters
except that they must be able to read
nd write, which 'Is required as to all
oftice holders.

As every voter at the election of pres-
ident, membwers of congress and provin.
clul governors must present o certifleate
of registration and must Identify him-
self, it 1s apparent that the Inital power
of the bonrds of registration would bLe

conslderable and lwmportant. The bill
provides for m separate and  superlor
bourd of eloctions for each provinee,

which will be lutermediaries between
the local boards of registration and elec.
tlon and the constitutional econvention,
the latter reserving to itself the final
decision as to the outcome of the elec-
tiuns for the entlve Island, At the ses-
slon of the conventlon Wednesday there
wis ubjection to this on the ground that
the convention could not assume nu-
thority to establish the new government
und settle disputes arising out of the
first election, these matters belonging to
the wmilitary government.  This view,
however, appears not to have found ae-
ceptance among the delegutes generally,

Oplnlons on the plan concur in re-
gurding the wmachinery of election as
cumbersome and that It would lodge
In the several boards of registration the
entire control of the ballot, from regis-
tratlon up to final approval or rejection
by the convention., Iu regard to eligl-
bllity to office, there Is an effort to ex-
clude persons of forelgn birth from au-
thority. It Is provided that provinclal
Rovernors, members of congress anid
presidentinl electors must he native or

naturalized for at least elght years,

THE GIST UF THE CONTRUVERSY.
The controversy over the replacement
of the wornout Sixteenth street pavoe-
went hinges on the guestion as to who
Is to pay for the pavement.

All our paving In Omaha has been
lald under the system of specinl yssess:
mentg, hy which the owners of abutting
propecty, specially benetited, bave been
called upon to defray the expense of
the lmprovewent pto rata to thelr hold.
Ings,  Manifestly, If one strect Is paved
or repaved at the expense of the abut
ting property owners, while another
street s paved or repaved by an ap
propriation eut of the general fund,
those who are  required  to pay the
specinl nsxessment pay not only for the
pavement In frout of thelr own prop-
erty, but also for the pavement In front
of other property In which they have no
special Interest.

To change from the system of special
assessment to the systemw of general
taxation means the fmposition of double
taxes upon all those whose public spirit
hins impelled them (o wove for street
lmprovements and to pay thele special
AsneRsInents,

Another feature which must pnot be
overlooked arises from the fact that no
new pavement can be lald on any street
in Chuaha that bas cnce been paved
withont o petition from the abutting
property owners asking roe the mprove-
ment. I the practlee s begun of re-
puving specially favored streets at the
general expense it wonld mean the stop-
page of all repaving by petition, because
the property owners concerned would
see no reason why they should =ign peti-
tlons nud voluuteer to puy fdr new pav-
g when by stawdiog by and refusiug
to slgn the petitlons the ety suthorities
could be Induced to make the lmprove-
mwent at the general expense,

If ealling new pavement by the name
of repajrs instead of Ly the name of re-
paving Is to shift all burden of expense
from the benetited property owners to
the tuxpayers at lavge, then we will
have no wore repaving In Omaha, but
stimply a dewand for repalrs to worn-
out pavements that bave not left a
vestige of thelr orlginal form.

Omahn Is sadly in need of new pavi-
mwents on muny of Its streets, but o
Justice to those who huve promoted puls
lic fmprovements and pald their special
assessments the pew work should be
charged up to abutting property own-
ers, just the same as the improvements
on other streets. e

They will
cheerfully encourage eapitallsts and in-
vestors In any outerprise that will atil-
iz¢ the eanal power, but are not disposed
to go Into partonership with any outside
corporation in the canal-power business,
either by guaranteelng a bond issue or
by coutributing part or all of the neces-

FOREIGN. TRAPE "RECORD,
A ‘

Ntatintien of the Year's Commerce
Viewed with Juatifinble Pride,

New Yark Tribune,

Amefricans will view the statement of
foreign commerce for the fscal year ending
June 30, 1901, with justifiable pride. That
it In a gratifying record, even the gloomi-
est  pessimist must admit and chronle
calamity howlers will find no comfort iIn
a study of the statistios just made public.
The aggregate movement of merchandise
was valued at $2,310,413,077, an increase of
about 3 per cent over the previous year,
which far exceeded all earller periods.
Moreover, this large total was obtained in
the face of decreasing Imports, as our pur-
chases from other countries fell off $27,154.-
661, or 3.2 per cent, to $822,768,683, leaving
the value of exports $1,457,6566,644, an In-
crease of 7 per cent over the previous year,
which In turn far exoeeded all earlier
yearly shipments. It te this expansion In
gales to other lands that tells the story of
commercial victories. Great Britain re-
ported a larger total forelgn trade than the
United States, but the British excess was
In imports, In our relatlons with England
sthe year's record, according to the London
Statist, shows a balance in our favor of
£130,000,000,

Bubtracting the value of importa from
the exports, it appears that in the twelve
months Just ended the United Siates |8
$664.800,011 ahead on merchandise account,
which is much the best showing ever made,
Compared with the preceding year there
I8 & galn of $120,358,119, and the only other
year which comes any nearer was LRGN,
when the balance was only $49,467,335
smaller. This was directly due to the fact
that {mports that year were exceptionally
light, owing to the enormous recelpts dur-
Ing the closlng months of the preceding
year, when goods were hurrled hither to
escape the higher tariff rates about to be-
come effective. Including the net exports
of $17,901,13% worth of silver, and net Im-
porta of $11,342,332 gold, the final bulance
I8 u favorable one of $671,408,818. After de-
ducting the amount pald to forelgn vessels
for freights, the expendltures of Amerlcan
tourists, money sent home by Immigranta
and interest on forelgn money Invested
here, there still remains o comfortable bal-
ance, which has either been lowned abroad
at good rates or expended In the purchase
of American securlties from holders in
Europe—which means loss interest to go
abroad hercafter. In elther case the finan-
olul position of this mnatlen has  heen
gtrengthened to an extent that s fully ap-
preclated in the money markets of the
world,

At this time, when there Is so much dis-
cusslon regarding the grain crops and the
amount required abroad, the afMoial report
of exports Is especially Interesting and In
structlve. Including flour at the ratio of
four and a half bushels of wheat to the !
barrel, total shipments of wheat in the
vear ended June 30, 1001, were 214,601,061
bushels, valued at $185,386,671, against 154,-
761,158 in the preceding year, worth | § &1
878,458, During the same twelve montha
176,688,352 bushels of corn went kbroad,
valued at $52,015226, against 207,088,646 1o
the praceding yeur, when prices averuged
lower and the total value wuas $84,663,601,
The movement of cornmeal Is comparatively
unimportunt, belng valued at only about
$2,000,000 annually. Notwithstanding the
sharp aecline in the quantity of cotton ex.
ported durlng June, which Is always o
quiet month with foreign spinners, the total
for the year was 6,600,543 bales, an Inerense
of 414,471 over the preceding twelve months,
but & considerable loss compared with
earller years, when prices were much more
attractive.

But as mere lightnlng buge
fAireflles In a June night—beside the efful.
gent glow of the sun at midday, were all
the other speeches compared to that of
Colonel Bryan, That herole  crusader
agmnst the power of lncorporated money
wins more than ususlly brilllant and reck-
leas In his assaults upon Incorporations
generally, and particularly o upon all
those which were employing men in and
bullding up the prosperity of Nebraska
City. Without fear, the great peerless
colonel declared that he would proceed to
orate “in the shadow of the starch works."

He quoted frequently, at length and with
evident relish, from the Consgervative and
its editor.
